There are many important and 
critical issues which seem to al- 
most never get talked about or fo- 
cused on, unless there is a major 
tragedy or scandal which breaks 
open, and then forces people to 
deal with the issue. Unfortu- 
nately, because of the way we 
continue to handle these prob- 
lems, we are almost always tail- 
ing behind — never leading — 
the efforts to find solutions and 
resolve the areas which need cor- 
recting. Added to this, people get 
fooled into believing that some of 
the quick fixes, and solutions 
which are hastily put into place 
will end the problem. History has 
shown, that this just isn't so. 

For example, let's just exam- 
ine two extremely important is- 
sues which have received a lot of 
attention over the past few weeks: 
violence. in the public schools, 
and political corruption. Both is- 
sues have gotten a good deal of 
media coverage lately, only as a 
result of a highly publicized 
tragedy and a scandal which have 
been reported on in the major 
media outlets.

Young people are shooting 
each other every day, for abso- 
lutely no sane reasons; so why 
would they not shoot each other 
in school? Why would anyone 
think that a disregard for human 
life, and an inability to resolve 
conflict in a civilized manner, be 
so controlled in a setting that far 
too many young people see as 
being a hostile environment? 
Whether people want to accept 
these truths or not, many’ young

People have given lip service 
to the struggle for school re- 
structuring and reform. Change 
requires that people let go of the 
Status quo, and realize that the 
world has changed, young people 
have changed. The outdated and 
old learning styles of the past, are 
daily being proven as ineffective, 
as more and more young people 
drop out of school. Those who 
have the power and authority to 
make changes, are paralyzed by 
fear: not of violence, but of 
change. The fear of letting go of 
practices which they feel com- 
fortable with, because they have 
been using them for years, and it 
doesn't require them to think and 
be challenged, or to be innova- 
tive. The fear of losing their 
perks, their special privileges also 
prevents many from making 
changes. 

As with the school violence 
issue, we can see that the latest 
Political scandal involving con- 
gressional representatives who 
wrote overdrafts of their checks, 
yet paid no penalties, involves an 
institution which does a lot of talk 
about reform and change, but 
can't seem to make a long term 
commitment, and stick to it. A 
scandal generally has to be un- 
covered before any legislation 
aimed at correcting problems is 
acted on. Once the heat is off, and 
the spotlight is placed somewhere 
else, it's back to business as usual. 

The whole issue of term lim- 
itations, is an appeasement to a 
lazy and apathetic electorate, who 
see this short term fix as a solu- 
tion to the problem of the power 
of the incumbent. A law is not 
needed to limit someone's term in 
office. If the people believe 
someone is doing a poor job, and 
is not representing them, then 
folks have to get off their butts, 
and come out to vote the person 
out of office, If a person is doing 
a good job, then why limit their 
terms?
